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CHAPTER XII. 

Among the Ducke. 

The wild fowl shooting of the West differs amazingly from 
that of the Atlantic coast. In the West one needs not to keep 
an extra columbiad for ducks, but can hare fine enough sport 
with his tiuall gun, though be can undoubtedly kill more, even 
there, with the heavier gun. There, one la not obliged to hire 
a piece of ground to stand on, or the aid of a mercenary pot 
shooter who expects one to buy his birds or pay an exorbitant 
price for his company; but can get plenty of the best stands for 
nothing, and can find any quantity of men, who, though they 
rosy shoot for market, perhaps, are always ready to take out 
for nothing any gentlemanly stranger, and will gladly show 
him the best grounds, and do all In their power to give him a 
good day’s sport There you may Indeed get wet and muddy, 
but will not find one-half of the exposure and Inconveniences 
of sea-coast shooting. And once upon good ground, and |n the 
proper season, there are very few days when one cannot, at 
either morning or evening, and generally at both, get all the 
shooting any reasonable man should ask. And In the middle of 
the day one can almost always find good snipe or other shooting 
close at band. 

For those whose hub of sporting life Is 
the palate, there is no comparison be¬ 
tween the merits of the shooting of the 
two sections. The rlce-fatteued, duck 
and the corn cr wheat-fed goose or brant 
of the West are as far superior to the same 
birds on the sex coast (excepting the 
celery-fed ducks of the Chesapeake) as a 
fat autumn woodcock Is to a ktugflsher. 

But the chief beauty of the Western 
shooting Is the great number of shots 
one can get. The whole sport of a big 
bag isnot summed up In five or six 
eruption, of a young cannon at big flocks 
lor e c.] of w .lch an hour or more of 
waiting has to be endured; but In the 
uum er nd variety of chances at single 
buds or docks, close enough for a light 
gun, yet swift enough to put you on your 
best li l av.or to hit. 

Excepting California and Illinois, there 
is probably no state like Minnesota for 
wild fowl shooting, and In no part of 
Minnesota has there been In the past 
any better shooting than on some parts 
of the Mississippi bottoms. All through 
these bottoms there are ponds and lakes 
mostly filled with wild rice, and often 
chained together by rice-filled sloughs, 
which the ducks frequent In vast num¬ 
bers on their Southern journey. 

A few miles from the town where our 
friends were stopping was a chain of sev¬ 
eral ponds, varying in size from a hun¬ 
dred to ten or twenty acres of surface, 
quite shallow,thickly filled alongtbe edges 
with wild rice,and connected by a net-work 
of sloughs. This was a favorite duck 
resort, and here they lingered, muddled 
and fattened until they felt the Icy breath 
of wiuter. 

By the side of a deep clear-edged pond near the main chain, 
Melville and Bolton had pitched a tent and were sitting In the 
afternoon sun smoking and waiting for the ducks to begin fly¬ 
ing. 

Snoddlebug bad Just stopped with a back-load of mud-hens to 
prove by occular evidence the absurdity of the Idea so commonly 
held by uumbekuils that the 'middle of the day Is generally a 
poor time to shoot ducks. 

Newton and hla slater hadarrl.ed about the same time In a 
bu ggJ. Intending to drive home after the evening shooting. The 
whole party had Indulged in a long hearty laugh at Snoddlebug, 
when suddenly with hissing wlug came down from above a blue- 
winged teal with a loug-wlnged, sharp-tailed hawk, not six feet 
beblud It.

barrels as they whisked past him before he could answer his 
own question. 

“ Tou mustn’t shoot at random, but pick out a particular bird 
or two,” callad Miss N., as she saw nothing drop. " Mark to 
your left,” she added, Interrupting bis answer to the first re¬ 
mark. 

With a rushing sound of curved and stiffened wing came down 
a flock of teal, and with a rippling splash settled In the water 
about twenty yards from him, but sprung Into the air again In an 
Instant as he raised his gun.

the deadly hall from a gun In the reeds; some swerving off at the 
reports of the guns and resuming their southern march to find a 
more quiet place. 

The dogs were as eyger and pleasedfas 
their masters. In whatever branch of bunt¬ 
ing he may be used the performance of a 
good, faithful dog Is almost beyond 
praise, and nowhere is there a more sur¬ 
prising exhibition of sagacity, skill, de¬ 
votion, and endurance than In the actions 
of a first-class duck-retrlever on difficult 
ground when birds are falling fast around 
him. And such a one was old Jack. 
Crouching low in the reeds behind Mel¬ 
ville, he watched the flying ducks with an 
eye scarcely lees keen than his. With 
ears pricked up and sparkling eye, 
cocking his head anxiously from side to 
side, he watched every duck that showed 
any sign of giving Melville a shot. He 
seemed to kuow as well as his master 
whether a duck was coming to the gun 
or not and wasted none of his attention 
on anything else. As the game drew near 
he crouched low to the ground with up¬ 
turning eyes fixed upon it, and when the 
gun cracked he would spring to bis feet 
and awaiting the order "go fetch,’’ would 
bound gaily away when begot It. Whether 
through the chill water of the pond, the 
deep, sticky mud along Its edge, or the 
almost Impenetrable tangle of broken 
reeds aud rice, it made no difference, but 
he tolled as cheerfully through all as 
though It were open field. Whether the 
duck came whirling down like a bunch 
of wet rags beside him, or fluttering down 
with broken wlog Into the reeds far be¬ 
hind him, ran away beneath them, or flew 
a hundred yards or more and fell, he al¬ 
ways knew just where to go, and In a few 
minutes came trotting In with it In his 
mouth. He knew the Instant a 
duck was hit as well as, and often even better than, his 
master, and would watch It until It fell or went out of sight; and 
If two fell he would watch one and remember the course of the 
other, or tell It by the sound of Its fall. If two fell, one dead 
and the other crippled, he would go first for the cripple, and If It 
dove would swim around and wait for It to come up; and If his 
master ordered him away from it as a lost bird, or If It clung to 
the reeds at the bottom and did not come up again, he would look 
wistfully around a few times at the place where It went down, and 
then taking the dead one, would swim ashore. 

As the sun went down the ducks came faster and thicker, and 
the “evening flight” began In full earnest. He who has never 
seen a heavy evening flight of wild fowl, such as on the good 
grounds of the West may be often seen In Autumn, has yet a nre 
treat before him. The morning flight will generally give him 
all the shooting he wants; the afternoon flight will often give him 
all a reasonable man should ask; but If he wants to see animated 
nature’s wildest beauty In Its most bewildering intensity, he must 
be on a good “ stand” during the evening flight with gun In band 
and pockets full of cartridges. 

Bolton, who had followed Miss Newton's advice and saved his 
ammunition for evening, was now emptying his well-filled pockets 
as fast as he could stuff cartridges Into his heated gun. The air 
In every direction was alive with ducks, single ducks, small flocks, 
big flocks, straight strings, and V-shaped strings, darting, 
rushing, curving, climbing, settling or splashing In the 
water. Where they came from so suddenly Is a mystery 
Heaven alone can solve, bat there they were by myriads 
As It grew darker they xame still faster and closer, 
and feared leas for the guns. The places of those that sheered 
aside from the rapid flash of Bolton’s gun were filled with dozens 
of others before he could reload, until he scarcely knew whether 
be were standing on hla heels or bis head. As he raised his gun 
at a flock another would come rushing In between, and as he In¬

Among the Mountains; Or, Taking Time Along a Trout 
Stream. 


[From Frank Forester’# Fnqllive Sketches,j 

Among the many charming writings of Frank Forester few ex¬ 
cel bis fishing trip with the above title, as' we find It In the very 
readsble little volume lately Issued by our valuable contributor, 
WUI Wildwood, from which tale we select the following extracts; 
referring those who would peruse the tale entire to the book 
itself: 

" Cotton’s Cabin,’’ as the owner had christened It, after the 
friend and brother angler qf dear old Isaac Walton, was the 
smallest and least pretending,as It was the qua ntest and prettiest, 
of primitive cottages. Id front It presented a face of thirty feet 
In leugth, divided Into three compartments, that lu the center 
presenting an advanced gable of a story and a half In height, 
with a dormer window above the rudely arched doorway, with Us 
quaintly carved Inscription on the key-block, and a gigantic pair 
of elk antlers affixed to the wall above It. In the spaces, on 
either side, which were but one story In height, was one large, 
latticed window, and no more. The whole edifice was framed of 
nide pine logs, with the bark still on them, those In the wings,if 
they may be so called, running horizontally, dove-tailed Into one 
another at the ends, those of the center standing perpendicularly, 
morticed Into the plates aud ground-sills.

“Halt, there I" Interrupted Lancelot, "we’U see about the 
appetite before we proceed, for I observe that ficlplo has done hla 
duty; bow, It rests to be seen. 1 ' 

So they seated themselves cosily round the small round-table, 
whereon appeared bnt e single dish, flanked by a plate of halved 
lemons, a decanter of sherry and a long cork; In the blaze of the 
fire flashed a porter-bottle and at St. Clair Robblna’ right haud hla 
favorite cognac stood sentry over his plate. 

“Nosoup, Frank,” said Lancelot,uncovering hla dish,whereon 
reclined, on a neat white napkin, so exquisitely broUed that all 
the fair freshness of their silvery armor, Bangulne spotted, all the 
Innocent tri-color of their resplendent fins, was preserved Intact, 
two lordly brook trout.

“ But fewer,” answered Langdale. “ No, Robins, I’d advise 
you to stick to the 1 fitony,’ unless you’ll try a cast of the fly with 
us over the pool aud down the Catasauqua." 

“ No, no,” replied St. Clair, half Indignantly, “ none of your 
files for me, aud no canoe-work. But why do you advise me 
against It; you said there were no trees, balt-flshlng and big fish. 
Whst Is there against It?” 

“The toughest crag-cllmbtng aud the mo*t difficult fishing you 
ever tried.” 

“ What like fishing Is It, Lancelot!” asked Frank. 

“Exactly what that capital sportsman, Colquboon of Luss, 
describes In his excellent book, the Moor and Loch, under the 
title of the Moorburu."

The 
difficulty of reaching these places Is, I admit, often great, tee 
angler haring sometimes to scramble np on hit bands sod knees, 
covered with wet most or gravel, snd teen drag bis fishing rod 
after him. These lyns should always be Ashed up stream, other- 
wise the moment you appear at the lop of the waterfall or rock, 
tbe trout are vary like to tee you, snd slink Into their hiding 
plica. The bum, however, must always be low, as at no other 
“me can you distinguish the snug retreat of these Uule tyrants, 
which, Indeed, they often leave, daring tbe slightest flood, In 
■earth of pray. By Ashing up Lhe.stteom, your bead wtU be on 
n lave) with the different addles snd pools, as they aueoaaalvely 
Present themselves, tad the reel of your person out of sight 
Hold to# baited book with the left hand. Jerking obi tea rod, 


But you got a nice creel-full, after til. Do 
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under-handed, with yonr right, to as to make tbe bait fall softly 
at tbe lower end of the pool. Tbe trout always take tbetr station 
either there or at the top where the water flows In, ready to 
pounce on worms, snails, slugs, etc., ss they enter or leave tbe 
pool. 8hould a trout seize the bait, a little time may be given 
to allow It to gorge, which It will most likely do without much 
ceremony. If large, care must be takeu to prevent It from get¬ 
ting to tbe top of the lyn, which may probably harbor another 
expectant. Tbe best plan Is, If possible, to persuade It to de¬ 
scend Into tbe pool below. Having deposited tbe half-pounder 
In your creel, you will now crawl upon hande and knees, Jnst 
to near the top of the lyn as will enable you to drop tbe bait 
Immediately below the bubbling foam, nearly aa favorite a sta¬ 
tion for an overgrown, monopolizing trout ss the other. Except 
In such situations, the burn trout seldom exceeds s quarter of a 
pound, and may be pnlled out with single gut, without much 
risk of breaking It. In these lyns, however, I have occasionally 
taken them upward of a pound, which is easily accounted for 
As soon as the trout grows to a sufficient size to Intimidate hla 
pigmy neighbors, he falls back Into the best poo) for feeding, 
not occupied by a greater giant than himself, and as these lyns 
are almost always In precipices very difficult of access, be re¬ 
mains undisturbed and alone, or with a single compauton driv¬ 
ing all others away, until he may at la-t attain to a pound 
weight.’ ” 

“ Now, I fear, brother angler, that you are tn some respects 
whst the Indefatigable Gael would call a ‘ picturesque angler;’ so 
I advise you In good faith, stick to tbe ‘Stony Brook;’ fish It 
from tbe lODg fall carefully down. 8clpto shall attend you with 
the landlng-uet aud plenty of worms and minnows; the last, 
booked through tbe Up and back fin, wlU do you yeoman service 
In the lower pools; and Frank and I will Join you tn the after¬ 
noon.” 

" Agreed,” said Mr. Robins; “I’ll take your advice, I believe; 
and now I guess I’ll turn In. Good night." 

“ Time, too,” said Frank, laughing. “He was beginning to 
get a little white about the gills. Could that be his old Otard; 
he did not drink so much of It.” 

“ Lord help you, no! he’d drink a gallon of It and no hurt. 
No I But he will persist in smoking CavendlBh tobacco and kln- 
nlklonlc, because he has seen me do It, and, I believe, Imagines 
that It confers some special powers of trout-catching. But come, 
suppose we turn In, too; you’ll be tired after your Journey, and 
a good night’s rest will give a steady band and clear eye to-mor¬ 
row."

In the Houee of Representative., April S3, 1870, Mr. Cox, by 
unautmous consent, Introduced the following bill. No. 1855, 
which wae read twice and ordered to be printed, entitled; 

A bill to protect the propagation of salt-water flsh. 

lie 11 enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the Uul- 
ted Slates of America tu Congress assembled. That uo person shall set 
nuy pound or fyke net In any of the waters of the Atlantic Ocean or Its 
sail .\viiier have, creeks or estuaries connected therewith, and lying north 
of Cape lluuloprn lo the slate of Delaware and aoath or Cape Cod In the 
slate of Massachusetts. 

Sec. 3. No pel-son shall nse any net in any of the said waters the 
inealies of which net are less In size than two and one half luchee from 
one knot lo Ibe next knot. 

Sxc. 3 This act shall not apply where a person nerilug shows In his 
defence Urn he was tl-hine for and t king uerrjug only. 

Ssp. -I. Any person violating the provision of this act shall he liable 
to a penalty or one hundred dollars, to be recovered with costs before 
any stale c mrl or United Slates court having jurisdiction of the 
offense, in the name of the people. If the suit ts brought by the public 
authorities, or lu the nsine of any person who may elect to proseente 
In his own name. 

See. 5. On proof by aftidnvit. any magistrate Is authorized lo arreat 
any person engaged In violating the provisions of thin act, and com¬ 
mit him for trlu , and to aelze any unlawful nets, and such nets shall be 
destroyed.

Flab Protection In Tesneaaee. 

The Nashville American says: But for the strict enforcement 
of tbe very stringent laws for the protection of game and fish, 
there would not be a vestige of either left In the greater portion 
of Europe to-day. In our Eastern States, too, on account of 
passing judicious laws, and an honorable submission to them, 
there Is scarcely a place where good sport cannot be had, either 
with the rod or gun. Tears ago the flsh seemed Inexhaustible, 
but It was soon found that they needed protection, as tbe sup¬ 
ply, In many of our streams and lakes, almost entirely disap¬ 
peared. Since, however, the science of flshculture has beeu 
developed, and time given Its practical working, the loss has 
been In part repaired, yet there Is still a great deal to be done, 
and from the geographical and topographical formation of our 
country a general co-operation In the work Is necessary In order 
to secure tbe success of tbe efforts now being made. Tbe 
United States Government have a special Bureau devoted to tbe 
propagation and protection of this most healthy and desirable 
article of food. Tbe duties of the chief of this Bureau are to 
aid In all possible msuner the restoring of tbe streams and lakes 
all over the country, and there Is scarcely a day that we do not 
see or bear of Its workings. Not only are fish artificially prop¬ 
agated In their natural waters, but those of one part of tbe 
country are transported to another, when there Is a similarity of 
means of subsistence for them. 

In our state, with all tbe efforts of the fish commissioners and 
a number of zealous sportsmen and citizens, who see tbe neces¬ 
sity of protection, they have as yet failed to get our legislature to 
pass such laws as would secure the desired result, though they 
bave succeeded partially, as will be already seen by the follow¬ 
ing letter from Col- John B. McEwen. If, under tbe circum¬ 
stances, such favorable results have been reached in so short a 
time and with but partial protection, it Is to be hoped that our 
people will so Instruct tbelr representatives In the next legisla¬ 
ture that the desired law will be passed., Col. McEwcn’s letter Is 
as follows: 

Cob. Geo. F. Akers, Ftsb Commissioner of Tennessee, Dear 
sir: -I think it Is proper to Inform you something about the 
effects and workings of the anti-net and seining laws. They 
have been strictly kept out of the Harpeth during the past Spring 
and Summer. I desired to ascertain the effects, and have been 
with others to all tbe streams at dfffereut places and different times, 
and with anglers who were well posted with these waters for the past 
twenty years and more. Merrill, Gault, Cliffeand others averaged 
about twenty bass a day,and wltbln three weeks between three and 
five hundred have beeu taken, running In size from one-fourth of a 
pound to three pounds, mostly from one-half pound to one pound. 
All of us are sailsfied that there are many more young bass 
In these waters than have been there In two years, and If tbe law 
in the future shall be compiled with, the streams will again be 
full of bass, and all can capture as many as they choose. 

It Is not an uncommon thing now to see tbe boys coming In 
with strings of from three to one dozen one-fourth to one-balf 
pound bass, besides blue forked tailed and yellow cat. 

To-day a party brought In twenty-nine, there being three gog¬ 
gle-eyes iu the lot. Another party brought In sixteen, including 
a blue cat, or rock cat, of four and one-half pounds, and fifteen 
buck bass. Another boy brought In three beautiful half-pound 
bass, making a total of forty-eight to-day by three parties. 

I went out last Thursday week, with two others, and brought 
back twenty baas and three forked-tail cate, making a string 
weighing between thirty and thirty-five pounds. 

I am particular In specifying the numbers and weights, to con¬ 
vince you of the woi kings of the law In so short a time us one 
year, and, more than that, to Inform you that opposition to tbe 
law, by anyone, Is a thing of tbe past. Tours truly,

correctly. I notice one thing In tbe Chicago Field, you are 
not satisfied with anything short of absolute correctness." 

A naturalist says: **I notice with pleasure your notes ou no¬ 
menclature. The great reason for adopting tbe Smithsonian no¬ 
menclature In all departments of vertebratology Is that It Is the 
only consistent one. All writers pretend to be guided by nearly 
the same rules, but only the 4 American school ’ have applied 
them right along without deviation or favor. Much of their 
work la necessarily temporary, until fuller Information la obtained 
upon some points; also some questions as to the value of genera 
must be settled; but if one does uot use tbe 1 Smithsonian 1 names 
he must take to the woods” 

An angler says: " I have found that common names arc not 
to be relied upon and have been learning tbe different scientific 
ones of our fishes,-but found trouble at times to know tbe differ¬ 
ence between what I supposed were different lake trou's as called 
namaymuA, conflnlt, etc., but now see by your list that they are 
one. I will save that list and learn It, and when I have occasion 
to write of any flsh therein contained, will follow what you call 
the* American school.' Now If you could only tell us bow to 
pronounce the names, you would confer a favor on hundreds be¬ 
side myself." 

To these appreciative friends we can only say that It has been 
our Intention to make our paper so valuable that no angler, flsh- 
culturlst, or naturalist could afford to be without It. If we suc¬ 
ceed and find that our labors are appreciated, then we have our 
reward.

Dr. tiarllek Replies to Mr. 8eth Green.

editor Cwioaoo Field:—W ill you please allow me space In 
your paper for a reply to Mr. Beth Green's letter, published In 


the Field Nov. 28, relating to s paper of mine, read before the 
Flshculturlet Convention at Chicago. 

Mr. Green has correctly quoted my language, as contained In 
that paper, and, although I did not use Mr. Green’s name, I 
admit he was tbe person I referred to. Mr. Green admits, “ that, 
as a rule, the eastern brook trout (meaning, no doubt, the 
Salmo fontlnallM), do spawn In October aod November, but tbe 
trout of Caledonia Spring Creek, commence to spawn about the 
middle of November, and continue until about the middle of 
March,' and he further states that he has taken them (meaning 
the eggs, I suppose) ss late as the 20th of March, and further 
states, ‘‘could undoubtedly take a few up to April 1st." 

This about equals Rev. Dr. Bachman's experiments, who ob¬ 
tained his trout eggs In the month of August. Are we to 
believe such statements, no matter by whom made; do the trout 
of Caledonia Creek differ In their habits of breeding, from other 
creek trout, of the state of New Tork, or any of the eastern 
states or of Canada. If Simon Peter, who waa a fisherman, before 
Seth Green and I were thought of by any mortal man, should 
make such statements to me, I would not believe him without 
ocular proof. 

Extremes, It is said, often meet. Rev. John Bachman, spawn¬ 
ing brook trout In tbe month of August, and Seth Green, spawning 
them on the 20th of March, and says, no doubt, he could do It, 
even as late as the 1st of April. I do not believe that tbe 
brook trout of Caledonia Creek differ In tbelr habit of breeding 
from other brook trout found In the state of New Tork. 

My friend Dr. E. Sterling, of Cleveland, once presented me 
with one of Seth Green's trout; it was a nice, but an ordinary 
brook trout. I am as familiar with brook trout and their habits 
as I am with my poultry. I was born within twenty rods of a 
fine trout brook, and a breeding stream, and the first fish I ever 
captured was a brook trout, and think I know their habits, and 
“ rule pretty well. As Mr. Green says, as a “rule," they 
commence to spawn Id October aod November, and I will add, 
as a rule , the females leave tbe spawning beds by the last of 
November, but tbe males have a rule of remaining on the beds 
long after the females have left tbe bedB; this I have often seen, 

I would add, that as a rule my brook trout eggs always begin 
to hatch In the month of February. T. Garlics.

I do not, however, asplro to the distinction of being considered 
tbe kernel of our commission; In fact, my colleagues aud myself 
constitute the hull of It.

8ome 
6tales which have no state superintendent have one or more 
hatching houses and an overseer or hatching bouse superintend¬ 
ent to each one, aud others havo such eggsof trout, salmon, etc., 
as they may obtain, either from their own waters or from the 
United States Fish Commission, hatched at some private estab¬ 
lishment at a fixed price. It appears that there are hardly two 
commissions which arc organized alike.

The Fourth Annual Meeting of the National American 
Kennel Cluh. 

The fourth annual meeting of the National American Kennel 
Club was held Id the Hall, Patoka, III., on Monday evening, Nov. 
24, at 8 o’clock, the president, E. C. Sterling, in the chair, J. W. 
Munson, secretary. 

It was the largest aud most Important meeting the club has 
ever held, which Is exceedingly gratifying and shows forcibly 
how rapidly the Club Is growing in popularity and stiength. 

Tbe minutes of the last meeting were read and approved. 

Tbe Secretary’s report, which was read and approved, showed 
the Dumber of members who bad paid up tbelr dues to be seventy- 
four, and the number of entries for the second volume of the 
club's stud bo >k to be one hundred and fifty. 

The Treasurer's report, which was read and approved, showed 
the club to be financially In a very healthy condition. All the 
debts of the club were paid and a balance of $233 was lu tbe 
treasury, which could be used toward paying the prizes In the 
field trials. Besides which, the annual dues were due in January. 

The president appointed Dr. N. Rowe, Lather Adams and 
Joseph H. Dew a committee to nominate officers for the ensuing 
year. The committee retired, and returned and reported the fol¬ 
lowing who were elected unanimously:

It was moved and carried that the 2nd and 3rd clauses of sec¬ 
tion 6 ielating toappllcatlon andelection of members be suspended 
for another year. 

On motion section 7, relating to initiation fees, was suspended 
for five years. It was moved and carried that the president 
should appoint a committee of five to frame a code of field trial 
rules for 1880 and report on Thursday night. Tbe president ap¬ 
pointed Messrs. Luther Adams, C. B. Whttford, Patrick Henry, 
J. H. Dew and Theodore Morford said committee. Mr. Adams 
requested Mr. D. C. Sanborn’s name be substituted for his, which 
request was granted. 

It was moved by Mr J. W. Munson and carried that In the 
event of the secretary elected declining to accept, that the presi¬ 
dent elected be empowered to appoint a secrelary 

On motion It waB carried that the president should appoint a 
committee of three to arrange a programme for the field trials of 
1880, and to report on Thursday night. The president appointed 
Messrs. Luther Adams, E. C. Nichols anil Dr. N. Rowe. 

The following were elected members: J. Palmer O’Neil, Pitts¬ 
burgh, Pa.; A. II. Hornsby, Chicago; W. A. Van Brunt, Hor- 
rlcon, WIs.; A. K. Delaney, Mayville, Wis.; W. T. Irwin, To¬ 
peka, Kan.; C. E Bicker, St. Louis; J. N. Patterson, Philadel¬ 
phia; Montague Smith, Forest, Canada, and F. P. Taylor, Chi¬ 
cago. 

Sec. 18 on motion of Mr. Dew was added, which provides: 
"That the duties and term of officers of the club shall com¬ 
mence on, and date from the 1st day of January of each year, 
and the present officers shall continue In office to the let day of 
January, 1880." 

It was moved hy Mr. E. C. Nichols, and carried, that the presi¬ 
dent appoint a member of the club to select suitable grounds 
for bolding tbe trials of 1880, and to report his actions and sug¬ 
gestions to the president for approval, the necessary expenses for 
the same to be paid from the general fund; and when such suita¬ 
ble grouuds shall be found, the president Is authorized and em¬ 
powered to secure the use of said grounds, and stock them, the 
expenses to be phtd out of the general fund. 

It was moved by Mr. Soellenburg, and carried, that the fee for 
registering doge in the Kennel stud book be abolished. 

The motion of Mr. Smith that entries to the Stud book be con¬ 
fined to dogs nine months or over, was laid on the table. 

The president appointed Mr. D. C. Sanborn to select the 
grounds for holding the field trluls on iu 1880. 

On motion, the meeting adjourned to Thursdav night, Nov. 
27, at 8 o’clock. 

At tbe adjourned meeting Thursday evening, Nov. 27tb, the 
president, E. C. Sterling, In the chair, in the abseucc of the reg¬ 
ular secretary, Mr. J. II. Dew was appointed secretary pro tem. 
The minutes of the last meeting were read and adopted. 

It was moved by Mr. Dew and adopted by vote that Mr. Snellen- 
hurg’s motion at the last meeting, relative to abolishing a charge of 
25c. for registration of dogs In the kennel register, snd restricting 
dogs to nine months age, be reconsidered. A motion was then made 
by Mr. Dew that dogs he allowed the right of entry at any age, 
and the charge or 25c. be made for each entry, said sura of 25c. 
to be given to the perquisites of the regular secretary. After 
discussion the motion ww unanimously carried. 

Dr. Rowe then moved that all dogs used for field sports bo 
allowed entry In the kennel register. Mr. Smith moved In 
amendment that all dogs, sporting and non-sporting, be allowed 
entry in tbe kennel regist er, which motion was adopted. 

A communication from Mr. Arnold Burges was then handed In 
by Dr. Rowe, and read by the secretary, as follows:

Whenever two Judges shall disagree so that II becomes necessary to 
call In an umpire, such umpire shall In all cases be a person who Is or 
has been a breeder of the particular breed under Judgment. And lo

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ttau above cue le ^r-catly needed. Again. u the chief object In appolut - 
Ins judge* before opening the (how (aa ha* been the cuatoni at all the 
h< *t sliowsi I* to give exhibitor* a chance to decide whether or oo they 
will exhibit under them. It la manifestly unfair to compel an exhibitor 
through the accident of a disagreement of the Judge*, toshow under a 
mull a* umpire, he would not show under u a Judge*. I claim that aa 
far as possible each exhibitor should have the same right of election 
In one cases* the other, and that In any event h * should only be con¬ 
trolled hv a majority or those, who, like himself, are lulereated In the 
award.

To wit: To the National American Kennel Club—Your commit¬ 
tee would most respectfully state and show to your honorable 
body that after a careful revision and study of the rules,they have 
made the following a mend ments, additions and alterations which 
Ibey recommend. 

Hole 1. Manager* of flchl trial* shall advertise the time and place 
where the meeting will be held, the date of closin’ entries, the scale 
of points and the names of judge-, at least thirty daya before the trlala 
take place. In fhe event any judge or Judges fall to set, the competi¬ 
tor- shall All all vacancies, each competitor being entitled to one 
rota.

l.crof points under this head must dlauTay a first-class nose and ex¬ 
hibit great judgineut In fliidtug and pointing his birds, and make no 
flushes hat n dog with the above qualities wonld avoid in ordinary hunt¬ 
ing The doga ate to he hunted in all respects aa lu an ordinary day's 
shooting. Inexcusable or wiltfnl flushes will detract ftom a dog's score 
under Inis head, but the character of the flush muat be always taken 
Into account lu estimating tho penalty. If any. The judges must not 
ask Ihe handlers if their dogs are pointing, ont must deride for thuni- 
selves. They shall always consider Ihe nature of the ground, the wind 
and the bird's, and not penalise a dog for flashing a bird It wonld he 
Impossible to point.

(Pace)—The dog that maintains the fastest gait throughout the trial, 
except when in cover or on game, to receive the full number of point*, 
all others to be graded hy him. 

(Backing)—The maximum only allowed such doge aa aland or drop 
promptly nt sight of another dog pointing. But no dog shall be ex¬ 
pected to hack unless the dog pointing atanda and Is motionless A 
dog shall not he said to refnse to back unless he scea the dog pointing. 
To gel credit for a back, the dog must stop at least ten yards (when 
practicable)In front of the handler. 

(Style)—The judges shall consider the dog's grace in ranging and 
drawing, and attitudes in pointing and backing. 

(Slanucbneaa) -The maximum allowed such doga only aa do not at!

(Fnlso pointing)—The Judges shall give a dog ample opportunity lo 
discover whothcror mil lie I* on a trne point, and the penalty shsll 
range from 1 In 7 for bla art* throughout toe heat.

To Keep Doga Healthy. 

If cleanliness In kennels could always be secured we would find 
far less sickness of all klnda among our dogs. Some people keep 
their keunels In a state of muck and mesa worse than any plg-aty, 
and then they wonder when distemper or dysentery steps In and 
carries off their valuable peta. Doga should be kept scrupulously' 
clean themselves, and so should all their surroundings. In c Id, 
damp weather, however, like that which Is now prevailing, cleau- 
llucas must be secured without making too much slop and mess. 
A damp, wet kennel ia never a healthy one; twice a week is 
enough for a thorough wash-out. Carbolic acid should be added 
to the last rinsing water, and then a mop taken over the wood¬ 
work and bricks, the dogs not being turned In until the place Is 
a* dry aa can be made. Those who keep many doge should have 
portable coke or charcoal stoves to thoroughly dry the kennel 
after a scrub-down. Every morning, whether washing Is to be 
done or not, all wet bedding and mess should bo carefully re¬ 
moved, and a little dry garden mould thrown over the soiled Door. 
If dogs are taken out for exercise the very first thing In tbe 
morning and the last at night, Immediately after feeding, they 
will keep their kennels far sweeter. 

Dogs ought always to have access to grass. It Is their natural 
remedy for all their minor complaints. If they need a vomit 
they eat the roughest grasses; smoother kinds act aa antiscorbu¬ 
tic, so do green oats or wheat, while at the same time the bowels 
are kept regular by grass. Vegetables should always form a por¬ 
tion of their food, and at this time of the year there are plenty 
of kinds to choose from. 

During the last six months we have had several cases of Im¬ 
paction of the stomach One was fatal, and produced from an 
over-feed of hone*, as far aa we can remember; the others were 
caused by swallowing wood-sbavtnga, straw, hay, etc., the 
result of careless feeding. Hence, we say, never throw a 
(log's food among his bedding, nor permit him to eat his biscuits 
among his litter. Wc much prefer to give biscuits broken Into 
pieces. It does not take a long time lo break them,and It precludes 
the posslhlllt of accident—X. Pekienoe, In him Ntnek Journal.

THE INAUGURAL FIELD TRIALS OF THE NAT¬ 
IONAL AMERICAN KENNEL CLUB. 

The Inaugural field trial! of the National American Kennel Club 
commenced at Patoka, Marlon Co., Ill., Not. 34. The number of eu- 
tiieiwaanotai large aa bad been expected, doubtlees owing to the 
acarclty of blrda aubeequent to the opening of the aeaaon preventing 
those who would, under other circumstances, have made entries, 
from giving their dogs the work requsiteto fltthem for the trials. 
But what the different stakes lacked In numbers they made up 
for in quality, the dogs entered being an exceptional good lot. 
We have attended every trial which has been held In this coun¬ 
try, with the exception of the first one, Memphis, 1874, and bet¬ 
ter work we have never teen done. 

The beat system Is a great Improvement over the five point 
opportunity previously In vogue, as under Ibe former, or heat 
system, the Judges are able to satisfy themsqlvee more positively 
of tbe relative merit of two dogs ruunlng together, and decide 
the beat In favor of the best, without being compelled to run a 
dog for hours until he has had five opportunities to point, when 
they are well aware that It is Impossible for him to be placed. 
Many such Instances have occurred in previous trials, and more 
than anything else have made the trials tedious to witness. 

Under the present system an inferior dog running with one of 
merit is soon disposed of, as he should be, for there is nothing 
more tedious to Judges and spectators than to follow such a one, 
knowing well that It is time lost, since he has not the slightest 
opportunity of being placed in the race. 

The heat Bystem, however, requires better judges than the 
former system, for tbe reason that tbe judges are allowed a wide 
limit and permitted to-exerclse their discretion to a very great 
extent, which was not previously the case. With such Judges as 
judged these trials tbe rules operate well, but with men of lees 
practical knowledge the same wise and satisfactory decisions 
would not be likely to be always obtained. 

By tbe heat system, moreover, the interest in the trials Is kept 
up from beginning to finish, as when two dogs are pitted In¬ 
dividually against each other the desire is created to tee which is 
the better, and Is increased wltb each succeeding tie to determine 
which is to be the winner of the race. 

Tbe rules used in the trials were found to operate well and en¬ 
able tbe selection of the two best dogs for first and second 
places, but only so tar, as by an oversight a dog not as good as 
others beaten, had the opportunity of being placed third. 
O'Neil’s Dash, while a good and a very killing little dog, did not 
prove himself to be as good a dog as Nellie, Lass O'Gowrle, Pearl 
or Bow. As the race was decided, neither Nellie nor Bow ran 
wi.h Dash, but be lakes rank with them, and Lass O’Oowrie 
and Pearl go on record as having been beaten by Dash, whom 
they never met, and whom they could have beaten had they met. 
And bad tbe heat between Bow and Nellie been run out, the one 
beaten would have gone on record as having been beaten by Dash, 
whom be or she had never met and whom either one could have 
beaten, as Rule 3 specified. 

The dogs shall be drawn In braces by lot, and run In heats, the 
beaten dogs to be retired (except as herclnafiei provided) and the win¬ 
ner to be drawn and ran again. The dog winning the fln .1 heat in the 
first series of heats shall be declared the winner of first prize. Then 
the judges shall select from among the dogs which have ran with the 
winner of the first prize, each aqgs as they think possess sufficient 
merit to entitle them to a chance oi wlonlng second or third prize and 
ran them against each other, the winner among thr-o shall then com 
pete with the dog that ran the final heat with tbe winner of first prize. 
The winner of this last beat shall be declared the winner of second prize, 
and his last competitor shall bo declared the winner of third prise. 

Dash havlDg beaten Button remained in to run In tbe second 
ties. Having beaten Dan in tbe second ties, and Lincoln having 
beaten Bow, and Nellie Lass O'Gowrle in the same ties, Lincoln, 
Nellie and Dash were the three left In for the third or final ties, 
but It will be noted, as we remarked before, that Dash had not 
met Bow, Nellie, Lass O’Gowrle nor Pearl. Lincoln beat Nellie 
and therefore had to run with with Dash to decide the first place 
Lincoln having beaten Bow previously, by beating Nellie gave Bow 
a chance to come In and run wlthNellle, whom be bad not pre¬ 
viously met, to decide which of the two should run with Daeh 
to decide second and third places, as under Rule 3: 

The Judges shall select from among the dogs which have ran with the 
winner or the first prize, such dogs as they think possess safllclent merit 
tp entitle f en to a chance of winning second or the third prize and raa 
them egalns 1 each other, the winner among the!'- shall then compete 
with the dog that ran the final heat with the winner of the first prize 
The winner of this last heat shall be declared the winner of second 
prize, and his last competitor shall be declared the winner of third 
prize. 

Nellie, Bow and Desdemona having run with Lincoln, the 
winner of flrat prize, Bow and Nellie were selected to run with 
each other, as tbe onee poeseaalng tbe moat merit among those 
which htd run with Lincoln, to entitle them to e clianee of winning 
second or third piece. Dash being the dog which hed " run the final 
Am! isUA the winner" was winner of a place any way, no matter 
whether Bow or Nellie won, or what work he might do In tbe final 
host with the winner of their beat Did hedo ever so badly he could 
not be beaten tor third place, as the one who won their beat 
would have to run against him for second or third place, 
and the beaten one, either Bow or Nellie, In their heat to decide 
who should run against Dash, would ham been thrown out 
altogether. Had Nellie beaten Lincoln, Bow would have been 
abut out entirely, as Lass O'Gowrle wea by Lincoln winning, 
as not having been beaten by the winner, he could not have 
come la and competed foe a place. 

This error In the rule wee discovered and remedied In the 
amended rules, which will he found In our kennel department, 
among the proceedings of the meeting of the Kennel Club. And 
by tbs wny, we advise the nee of these rules by tbe Eastern Field 
Trial Club, at their coming field trials. In preference to the rules 
used by the Kennel ('lob at their Inaugural trials, as under the 
old rulee the seme mistake la always likely to occur. 

We do not wish to deprive Dash of hla laurels, and unhesitat¬ 
ingly declare him to be » good little dog, but Justice to dog* ea 
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well as to men la JntUat, and we therefore feel It our duty to 
show and explain the defects in the rules as we have done. There 
are three degrees of comparison; a dog may be good but there 
Is soother belter, end a third the beat of the three. It 1s only 
just, therefore, thst esch dog should be awarded the full credit, 
be la entitled to. This is our motive and what we have endeav¬ 
ored to do. 

The weather Monday and Tuesday was pleasant, but Wednes¬ 
day It rained from about 1 o'clock up to the close of the trials 
for the day. and did not cease UDtll Thursday evening, In conse¬ 
quence of which It wea impossible to continue the trials on 
Thursday. Friday It was disagreeable In the extreme, the at¬ 
mosphere being damp and chilly, and tbe mud ankle deep. Sat¬ 
urday, while a clear day, was very cold. 

As at all pravtoua field trials tbe birds were very scarce, to 
much so the flrat day that It was contemplated on Monday night, 
If thsy were not more numerous on the grounds to be drawn the 
next day, to leave Tuesday night for Tennessee end finish the 
trials there. It Is a question If short of Tennessee e place could 
have been found where blrda are more numerous, aa the universal 
complaint In tbe northern states la the few quails this season 
The severity of the last Winter end its killing effect on the quails 
Is not forgotten. As an Instance of It we were credibly Informed 
at Centralis, sixteen miles from Patoka, that last Winter 86.000 
birds, which had been picked up frozen by the farmers In the 
vicinity, bad been shipped from Centralis to the Chicago and St. 
Louis markets. Tbe action of the Kennel Club In appointing 
Mr. D. C. Sanborn to select a suitable place, and If necessary 
stock It, for bolding the trials of 1880, Is wise, and will beyond 
doubt avert the annoyance, heretofore experienced, of s acarclty 
of birds. 

Tbe citizens of Patoka took an active interest In tbe trials and 
evinced a desire to facilitate them In every way In their power. 
With tbe exception of ooe farmer, who exacted five dollars for 
the privilege of using his grounds, another who demanded ten 
dollars for damage to corn which had already been gathered, and 
the Individual who, on Baturday morning, Insisted that his grounds 
should not be used, the farmers were very courteous sod allowed 
the use of their lands for the trials. For this full credit Is due 
to Mr. E. P. Desrulssesux, of Patoka, who exerted himself to the 
utmost In the Interest of the trials, snd who was dally In attend¬ 
ance at them to see that everything was done which could be 
done to facilitate them. 

The puppy stakes had six entries. Tbe first prize was won by 
tbe Mountvlew Kennel’s Count Fred. , Count Fred Is black snd 
white and was bred by Mr. Llewellln. He Is by Count Wlnd'em 
out of Norns, snd Is litter brother to Countess Rose, who won 
third In tbe English Field Trial Derby, 1870. Count Wlnd'em 
Is by Count Dlck out of Phantom. Count Dick Is by Dan out 
of CouDtesa. Phantom Is by Prince out of LIU II. Dan Is by 
Duke out of Rhoebe. Prince Is by Laverack’s Dash II. out of 
Moll III. Ltll II. Is bj Laverack’s Dash II. out of LIU I. Norns, 
the dam of Count Fred, la by Dsn out of Nellie, own sister to 
Countess. Nellie and Countess are sisters to Prince. Those 
who are horrified at breeding a dog to a bitch which has been 
raised even In the same town, for fear tbe breathing of the same 
air might affect the blood alike, will do well to study tbe breed¬ 
ing of Count Fred snd tbe other winners, who have a pedigree, 
In tbe trials. Close breeding, as Is shown, Is not Injurious as la sup¬ 
posed, when the bestspeclmensonly are bred. Dr. N. Rowe’s Mar¬ 
chioness Peg,snd tbe Harvard Kennel Club's Countess May divided 
second snd third prizes.

The Running.

Inese In pushing to the front, and had the sympathies of the spec¬ 
tators. Acovey of quails was flushed by tbe spectators snd settled 
In s thicket. The puppies were sent In thst direction when Mar¬ 
chioness Peg found and pointed In the thicket a single bird; tbe 
bird ran and she roaded nicely snd established her point again; 
tbe bird flushed sud she dropped to wing. Twilight had no 
chance to back.

I am disposed to believe It to be the straw, which, In a 
close contest, would weigh the scale down In my favor.” In a 
more open place Nellie pointed a hare and Fauat backed. Fauat 
next pointed false and Nellie backed. NelUe then pointed In her 
best style,»a single bird, and Faust backed handsomely. Sanborn 
flushed the bird, but did not shoot; Nellie stood staunch. Fauat 
then pointed a brace and Nellie backed handsomely. 
The birds flushed, and both dogs dropped to wing 
Nellie then turned to ascend the hill, when she pointed, 
and Fauat, coming down to her, refused to back her, but went 
past close to her nose, which caused her to discover her error and 
go on.

The next brace to run, Smith’s black, white and tan Llewellln 
setter bitch Laaa O'Gowrle and Whitman’s white, with black 
native setter bitch, Pearl, when called were found to be In Patoka, 
six miles distant. There waa much annoyance expreased at the 
delay neceaaary to get thi-ro, and the Judges Informed Mr. Smith 
and Mr. Waddlngton that they ought to be thrown out of the 
race. The dogs were sent for and reached the ground at 8:50— 
a lost of an hour and a half. They were put down In tbe adjoin¬ 
ing cora-fleld, with Laaa O’Gowrle bandied by her owner, Mr. 
Smith, and Pearl by Mr. George Waddlngton. Both dogs showed 
great speed, and Last line style.

The promise of the clear setting sun of the previous evening 
was not fulfilled with the black lowering clouds enveloping the 
horlion, and which threatened momentarily to empty themselves 
In torrents.

The ground chosen to run on was one-balf a mile beyond, and 
on the opposite side of the road from that on which the heats 
had been run the day before. 

When the first brace was called Mr. Dew was on hand with 
Lincoln, but, although Bow was there, Mr. Whltford was not 
present, and did not put In appearance until an hour later. He 
had Invited three ladles to a horseback ride to the trials, and had 
lost his road, which prevented him from being on hand at the proper 
time. Mr. Dew gracefully yielded bis claim to the heat and 
consented that the brace drawn next In order ehould be put 
down. 

At 10 o'clock Nellie and Lass O'Gowrie, handled by their 
owners, Messrs. Sanborn and Smith, were cast off in atleldofthort 
rag-weed. At this moment the sun made a feeble effort to 
shine, but soon disappeared behind the dark and threatening 
clouds, which later In the day were to wet us through. Nellie 
started off at a rattling gait, and throwing her head well up, 
quartered her ground finely. Lass O Gowrle, as It turned out 
afterwards, but then known only to Mr. Smith, was suffering from 
a hearty breakfast she bad eaten, and Instead of showing her quar¬ 
ter-horse speed of the evening previous, was disposed to potter and 
nose about. It was evident unless she woke up before game 
was found she would be badly beaten. The barrenness of the 
ground favored her, as It enabled her overloaded stomach to re¬ 
cover. Field after field was drawn blank, and judges, handlers, 
dogs, and spectators were becoming disgusted, as It was just 
one hour and a half since the brace had been down, and not the j 
slightest evidence of game bad been discovered. Is was at this . 
time that Sanborn sent Nellie Into a narrow strip of brush be- j 
tween the fence and the road. Judges, handlers, and dogs were 
close together, and were working down wind. Hardly had 
Nellie entered the brush when a covey flushed out of It, and 
Nellie dropped to wing. A more unavoidable flush we have 
never seen, for It Is a question whether tho dog or the judges 
and handlers flushed the birds, for they were about equally close 
to them. The covey settled In the woods beyond a wide and 
deep stream, which the judges and Messrs. Smith and Sanborn 
declined crossing on the Improvised bridge of floating logs. Mr.

From 
here I went to the Star City, and so fsr as court houses are con¬ 
cerned, Lafayette Is as far behind as Indlanspolls Is ahead. 1 
would recommend to the commissioners of Tippecanoe County 
the propriety of removing the lightning rod from the old dilap¬ 
idated structure and let the good Lord thunder It down, for it Is 
a disgrace to the city. I noticed a rustic youth approach the 
artesian well In the court house square to quench bis burning 
thirst. He first tasted and then smelled of It, turning to bis 
companion he remarked, “ Goll durned if I can drink It, It 
tastes gist like rotten eggs.” From Lafayette I pursued my 
journey to the metropolis of Missouri. Having secured rooms 
st Hurst's European Hotel (commend me to Hurst’s for a com¬ 
fortable room and something good to eat) I concluded to take a 
look at the city. It was Sunday morning, but the busy streets 
and open stores remind me more of Saturday morning. Tobaccos, 
cigars, saloons, dry goods, groceries, In fact all the stores 
were keeping open doors. You can Imagine my sur¬ 
prise to see the honest granger’s wagon standing In front 
of the blacksmith shop with the horses Inside the shop and the 
sturdy smith blowing and ha i.mering, bending the iron to fit the 
hoof. The shoemaker on his bench, pegging away as uncon¬ 
cerned as If this was not the appointed day of rest. Oh! mis¬ 
guided and awfully wicked 8t. Loula; no wonder you are falling 
behind your rival slater on the lakes. Morally as well as finan¬ 
cially energetic la what la making Chicago such a powerful rival 
of 8t. Louts. After seeing so much to dampen one's ardor, so 
much to mar one’s pleasure, I concluded to cut my stay veiy short 
Securing a section In a Pullman car (for this is to he a night ride 
going via the Missouri Pacific road). I sought comfort In Scrib¬ 
ner* for November. Boon the familiar cry of "all aboard.” was 
beard, tbe gong sounded, and tbe next moment the great cl 11- 
Irer was put In motion, and we were slowly moving out of the 
Union Depot. The great city faded to the East Night, with Its 
mantle of darkness, settled over all, and we had passed 
beyond the metropolis. Presently going to bed was the order of 
the nlgbt Going to bed In a sleeping car is verr different from 
going to bed at a hotel. Tbe lean man shelves himself In a lower 
berth with all the agility of an athlete; the fat man tolls and 
struggles to bis place In the top shelf. Aa accidental bulge In 
tbe unruly curtain reveals an old lady unbuttoning her shoe; the 
next moment she turns her back on us and disappears beneath 
the blankets, aa much as to say, "Farewell,vain world, I'm going 
home." At seven a. m. I awoke from a refreshing sleep. Draw¬ 
ing the dlmnnltive curtain aside I found old Sol bad got upflst, 
aod that tbe train was flying through a country that looked 
strangely familiar, on account of the gigantic timber, I presume. 

After going through the formula of washing I asked where we 
would breakfast. “ At Kansas City, sir, In about one hour.” Of 
Kansas City I will say nothing In this letter, as I intend at some 
future time to devote a letter to this city. From here to Atchi¬ 
son, via Leavenworth, was the route I determined to go. After 
two tedious hours of delay at thla point I finally found myaelf 
seated In one of the magnificent coaches of tbe central branch of 
the U. P. road. After passing beyond the limits of tbe city the 
hlgh-rolllne, far-famed prariee of Kansas came In view. I will 
say little or nothing of the agricultural prospects of Kansas or ot 
It* resources, for I think Kansas Is one of the very beet adver¬ 
tised states in the Union. Of the scenery I will talk just aa 
much as I please. Tbe scenery is grand beyond description and 
must be seen to be appreciated. Aa I sat at tbe car window 
looking over the broad acres, I came to tbe conclusion that 
Uncle Sam was head boas and chief engineer of a mighty big 
country. I have often read ot a storm st sea. Have also read 
mnch concerning tbe Kansas xepbyrs, and to judge by the dark 
clouds. showing their rugged heads above tbe borixon, we are 
about to experience a storm on tbe prairies. I was prepared In a 
certain measure for something grand,'hut my Imagination fell 
far short of the reality. The storm clonds seemed to roll over 
the prairies like a huge black ball bounding from bill to hllL 
Soon tbe roar of tbe tempest was beard. Then with a wild un¬ 
earthly shriek of the whistle tbe Iron monster with lungs of fire 
aod muscles of steel plunged headlong Into tbe blackness, snd tbe 
rain dracended In torrents. One mighty peal of heaven’s 
artillery and the whole scene U Illuminated as with 
a thousand tongues of fire. The storm with Its mut¬ 
tering* and flashes Is soon left behind, and we glide 
out Into the breed open anullght with nature smiling on every 
side. Tbe ground seems to slip eastward beneath tbe wheel*, 
but still on and on we nub. At last we hear the welcome cry of 
Beloit Welcome because here I expect to stop and rest This 
Is a thriving little city ot some two thousand Inhabitant*. 
Business energy and thrift are displayed on every tide. The 
Solomon Valley branch ot the K. P. road bee Just been com¬ 
pleted to tbit place. It It giving e new Impetus to tbe town. 
Here I found my old friend Cept Baker, mine host of tbe 
" Avenue Honae,” and a very pleasant week wa* spent with him 
and hla. Should yon ever visit Beloit, stop at the " Avenue,” 
and satiety yourself that a flrst-clae* hotel can be kept on the 
frontier 

At this place I met a party of jolly Hooeiere oa a shooting ex¬ 
pedition. They bad chartered a car from the Central Branch 


road for forty day* The car U fitted up In good style, with good 
beds, closete, gun racks kennels, etc. Tbe party had with them 
some flue looking Gordon and red Irish dog* They were In high 
spirits, anticipating good duck and goose shooting. Success, 
gentlemen I to you all. 

From Beloit I went to Solomon City, situated tu the great 
Solomon Valley. This valley I consider the beat part of Kansas 
that I have yet visited. From Solomon to Junction City, Em¬ 
poria and on to this pi. ce. Here, after my long and winding 
trip I concluded to stay a few weeks and recruit up a little. 
What shall I say of the hotel here and it* afflicted host, Uncle 
Peter Patton 1 I cannot express it with * pen. It I* the moat 
homelike place I have ever stopped. A green spot to the weary 
sojourner In the great desert of life. Mr. Patton has 
been blind for twenty years. It’would surprise you to see some of 
tbe work he does with a common pocket-knife. He fashions 
a walking cane from a rough hickory stick that Is really wonder¬ 
ful. I can not describe tbe taste and skill displayed In tbe cut- 
ting of a hand, grasping the top of the stick, so natural that you 
feel like saying “ shake.’’ Mr. Editor, I am going to send you 
one of these canes as a memento of Mr. P. A friend of mine 
took one of these canes to a factory In Cincinnati and had It 
mounted at a coat of $3.50, and was offered $15 for It. Having 
become tired of so much railroading, I concluded to try It for a 
few days with a team. A friend was induced to join me, and we 
were soon nndsr way. This trip of 80 miles It tbe cretm of the 
whole trip, so far as I have got. Fifteen miles out we met a party 
of Sacs and Fox Indians, mounted on ponies, old and young, big 
and little. They said they were golug South for a hunt. I traded 
them some tobacco for a whip of tlielr own manufacture, made 
entirely of willow bark. It Is a real curiosity. I wish you had it 
to hang up lu your sanctum as a souvenir of the noble red. We 
wereaccompanled by a brace of thoroughbred Italian greyhounds. 
During the drive we witnessed a chase. A full grown jack-rab¬ 
bit started with about one hundred yards of a lead. If you have 
never seen a jack go with tbe hounds In full chase, you ran form 
no Idea of tbe way they get over the sod. But jack soon came to 
grief and “Skip” soon came back with jack In bis mouth. Friend 
M., what la tblsl "This is a house originally built for the In¬ 
dians by the Government. As soon as they were completed they 
were turned over to the reds. The first thing they did 
was to knock ont tbe windows; tear up the floors 
and break down tbe doors. These were converted Into fire-wood, 
and the ponies stabled In the house, while tbe noble reds pitched 
their tents on the outside ” “ Do you see that tall stone on the 
top of that high hill. It can be seen for miles. That Is a landmark 
put up by the reds.” Everything in this country Impresses one 
with tbe idea that the Indians have been gone but a few days. 
Away off on a high roll of the prairie we could see the usual (some¬ 
times) white-covered wsgon. As we drew near, the occupant of 
one of tbe wagons hailed us with, "Say, mister, Is this tbe road to 
Eureka.” ’• Yes, sir. Are you moving west.” “No, sir; am 
moving east. Don’t like the country; too < og-goned much 
wind. We’re goln’ back to her folks in Indlany.” Yes, going 
back to the banks of the Wabash, where they can grow yellow, 
shake, and eat qnlnlue to the heart’s content. On another 
wagon we noticed the following poetic effusion: 

" lu God we trust, 

In Kansas we bust.” 

Going home to pap’s. Many of these people came to Kansas, 
expecting to find Kansas as she ought to be. This Is the class 
that go back to pap's. Tbe fellows that come to Kansas to take 
Kansas aa it is, are the ones who have prospered, and have quit 
buying quiuine by the bottle. After a pleasant trip we returned 
to tbe " Patton House,” well satisfied with Kansas and things 
In general. Sobkr Sam. 

Singular Tenacity of Life in Animals. 

Omaha, Nub. 

Editor Chicago Field: —The recent acounts in the Chioaqo 
Field about deer running after being shot through the heart, 
recalls an instance i r two of^the tenacity of life In animals, espe¬ 
cially of the deer, which came within the personal observation of 
the writer of this article. Seve.al years ago, in company with 
Col. Litchfield, then stationed at this city, and several sportsmen, 
also of Omaha. I went for a day’s hunt about ten miles from 
the city where deer were known to be plentiful. We came upon 
the tracks of a doe and two fawus in the snow, leading from a 
corn field into a favorable ravine of hazel and some scattering 
second-growth timber. It was decided that I should follow the 
tracks into tbe brush and rout out the deer tor my companions 
to shoot. Tbe Col. and another taking the ridge at the right, 
and another of the company taking the left In military order 
except that the right and left flanks were to keep two or three 
hundred yards In advance of the center. In this order we 
bad proceeded about half or two-thirds of the length of the ravine 
when I saw the Colonel raise bis rifle to bis face and fire. He 
reloaded the empty barrel of his double rifie, and then with his 
usual stately military tread walked In the direction of his shot 
Into the ravine, Indicating that be had bagged or was about to 
bag his game In safety; accordingly I moved on, but bad not pro¬ 
ceeded far, when a “ Look out,she Is coming down by you" from 
tbe Colonel, brought me to a halt, anil sure enough here came a 
fine doe rattling through the brush some fifty yards to my right. 
As she came into an open ng which gave me a plain view of her 
head she stopped, and Instantly I drew bead on her head and 
fired. She fell like a stone. 1 walked to her, drew my hunting 
knife aud cut her throat, severing her windpipe and the left 
jugular vein entirely, and she lay apparently lifeless but bleeding 
profusely. We stood around her, congratulated the Colonel 
upou hla lucky shot—he had hit her just back of the shoulders 
rather high up to be entirely or certainly fatal, but still a good 
shot at 125 yards. Concluding to leave her there for the tlmo 
being and to proceed after the fawns, we started on. Just then I 
noticed Mrs. Doe bad her eyes open and they glistened very 
brightly. I called Col. L’s. attention to the fact and suggested 
It might not be entirely safe to leave her In that condition. He 
replied, “ If she had life enough to run away then she might go.” 
Our companions also turned back snd while we were discussing 
the remarkable Instance of tenacity of life of a deer, she sprang 
to her feet and with a few bounds was out ot sight in tbe brush 
again. Bbe kept the brush, twisting and turning about In the 
tblcketa for quite a half mils, when I shot her again through bar 
shoulders at seventy-five yards distant, which put an end to her 
Ufa. Col Litchfield, now of the regular army ,Byron Reed, Geo 
A. Hoagland and John Wlthnell wlU affirm every word of this 
statement. At another time In the same locality I shot a buck, 
hitting him In the loin, which brought him down a hundred and 
twenty yards distant. He imy floundering In the snow, and re¬ 
maining In my track* I reloaded and shot him again through the 
body, back of Um shoulder, when be stretched out apparently 
llfeleaa. On approaching him ba sprang to hla feet, ran eight or 
ten rods through tbe brush, stopped, settled down In the snow, 
and when my companion and I reached him he was entirely 
dead. Mr. WUIlam Preston, ot this city, corroborates this state¬ 
ment. Another Instance falling within my own view 1 wtU re¬ 
late, and then doe*. I vs* docking; a single mallard Haw by 
m* at about thirty yard* distant I fired one barrel; be flaw 
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airtight on * distance of four hundred yards or more u If not 
hurt, when of e sudden be fell to the ground. I picked him up 
entirely deed. Upon opening him end examining to satisfy my 
own curloelty, I found that three No. 8 shot bad | eased entirely 
through both hie body and heart. I can glre other Instances 
equal!} singular, but these will suffice. Shooting Is said to be 
good, and geese, ducks and quails era abundant, but I bare not 
been out. _ _ _ Bob Wbite. 

A Deer Hunt in Minnesota. 


McLbanbboro, III. 

Editob Chicago Field:— On the 18th of October, 1879, the 
following-named parties started from here and Mt. Vernon to 
Minnesota for a deer bunt; from this place, our State’s Attor¬ 
ney, John C. Edwards, Geo. B. Wheeler and myself, and from 
ML Vei non, Mrs. Goo. Winslow, R. L. Stratton, wife and boy, 
J. K, Jones and wife, Dr. A. C. Johnston, wife and little girl, 
Gapt. Stratton, Judge T. B. Tanner, Al. Tanner, VanWtlbauka 
and Joelah TUford, along with doge Fannie and Polk. 

We took In the sights aloug the lines of the Chicago, Burling, 
ton and Quincy; Minneapolis and St. Louis; and branch of the 
Northern Pacific railroads from 8t. Louis to Sauk Rapids, Minn., 
and here I want to say a word in praise of above-named roads, 
and can assure those who want to take a trip that they can find 
no roads that will treat them better, and whose officials are more 
polite and obliging. We reached our camping grounds, fifteen 
miles above Sauk Rapids, on the 91st of October, and after pitch¬ 
ing our tents, taking a good supper and smoke, we went to bed 
to dream of bear, deer, pheasants, etc., etc. 

The law being closed, we did not hunt until the 1st of Novem¬ 
ber. When hunting there one Is very liable to get lost, but we 
adopted a system of blazing the trees from camp so we could find 
ourselves. We found deer rather scarce for ten days when they 
got more plenty and we had good sport “ Uncle Jo" TUford 
•put In claim for first blood, which was allowed when he came 
into camp with a nice fawn; next Al. Turner, a fawn and buck; 
then VanWUbanks, a doe; Dr. Johnston, a very large doe; J. 
C. Edwards and Geo. Wheeler could not stand It any longer, so 
put In their claim for doe each, which was chalked to their credit; 
at this R. L. Stratton got on his ear Bnd brought In a buck. Mrs. 
Dr. Johnston,who by the way, Is death to rabbits, squirrels, pheas¬ 
ants, etc., opened her account with Cr. fawn, and the Dr. another 
nice buck and small doe. About this period In the history of 
our bunt the writer, after getting lost about 10,000,000 times, 
and killing nothing, went about 800 yardB from camp to hunt 
pheasants and jumping up a nice 100-pound fawn, wounded It 
very badly. 1 ran to camp, got ‘‘old Polk," dog, Mrs. Johnston, 
Mrs Stratton and boy, aud Dr Johnston, and started In pursuit. 
After running half a mUe Polk brought it to bay lu Elk river, 
where Mrs. J. put an end to its life with twelve buckshot In the 
head. The next day rewarded me with a very large doe, and the 
second following, small buck; next, very large buck about dark, 
Saturday utgbt, badly wounded. Tracked by blood as long as 
we could see; the next morning found him still alive with two 
shots through intestines, two liver, one lungs, and one bind 
leg broken twice. We took him to camp which made four lor me. 

We found squirrels, rabbits, pheasants, etc.,quite plenty. The 
water Is splendid and contains a great many fish. I would like. If 
my letter was not already too long, to give you a history of our 
camp life. But must be content to say, we bad a glorious time, 
andallcaine home fat and happy, except Judge Tanner, who 
failed In bis experiment to call the deer to him by singing OM 
Hundred and similar hymns, vainly boplug they could not resist 
such sweet music. We found the farmers around where we 
camped, with few exceptions, very kind aud obliging. One of 
the nearest and best we found was Mr. and Mrs. Thrushton 
DeLoug, who did everything in their power to make our stay of 
six weeks pleasant. 

To anyone going there, I would say, don’t take tents, but build 
log houses. Four men will build a good one In one day, and they 
are much more comfortable than tents.

Our Gun Trial. 


Scranton Pa 

Editor Cnicioo Field: —Having been much Interested In your 
recent gun trial.-,as recorded In the Chicago Field of Nor. 8,1879, 
and having devoted much time durlug the past two years to ex¬ 
periments of a similar nature, confirming the main conclusions 
reached by you and leading to a discovery which I believe will be 
new to your readers and of value in cases where great penetra¬ 
tion and good pattern are sufficiently desired to pay for the extra 
care in loading, 1 send this brief letter that If It mee t your ap¬ 
proval It may find a place In your paper, enabling me to contrib¬ 
ute my mite in return for many good things received. 

My experiments were made with apparatus for recording power 
and pattern, very similar to those described by you, and while 
endeavoring to determine the make, grade and charge of powder 
best adapted to different guns, I became convinced that the fine 
grain (quick burning) powder gave good penetration but violent 
recoil aod often poor pattern, while coar.e grain (slow) powder 
gave little recoil and good pattern, but at a cost of power. I be¬ 
lieve It Is admitted that the greatest strain on the gun and the 
recoil comes before the charge has started or In starting. In 
other words, the greatest pressure la developed while the lead la 
dead, when It sUrU It acts as an escape valve and relieves the 
gun. My experiments were then directed to starting the charge 
of shot at a low pressure aod developing pressure behind It rapid¬ 
ly. VS lth 6bells loaded In the following rnanuer I secured results 
far surpassing my expectations: 

Take, for example, a 18 gauge shell, place In bottom lidr. very 
coyse, slow powder, llien a light paper wad perforated with pin 
holes, 1* dr. very fine (quick) powder, cover with two wads, shot 
and light wad. (The proportion of coarse to fine powder may be 
varied to produce resulu required.) Shells loaded In this way 
will shoot pleasantly, give good pattern aod 86 to 80 per cent 
more penetration than the same amount of powder can be made 
w give In the usual way of loading. With a 7 lb., 88 In. barrel, 
is gauge, ordinary gun, loaded In this manner, I have competed 
with expensive, heavy, 10 and 18 gauge guns, burning from H 
m 15.?' P ° W ^* r ’ “ d ‘'•ays beaten them In penetration and often 
m pattern, while guns of same size, weight and charge loaded In 
nffh* “ 60 ah°w.”

The Origin of Language.

Ing, and all things analogous thereto, the particular meaning 
being shown chiefly by a variety of gestures and the eloquent ex¬ 
pression of the countenance. 

1 used to think that tbe origin of language was a mystery not 
less unfathomable than tbe origin of matter; a subject lying be¬ 
yond the horlxon of tbe human mind; but since 1 have studied 
savages with a special view to the solution of this problem; and 
afterwards read, by the light of a traveler’s experience, what 
Coodorcet, Herder and Darwin have written upon tbe subject, I 
begin to see, or believe I see, something In the darkness. 

Let us take a glance al tbe primitive and prehistoric condition 
of the human race, when man slowly evolved himself from a 
brutal condition to bis present high Intellectual standing. Let 
os Imagine, then, the aeml-human herds roaming In tbe forests, 
struggling for existence, defending themselves not only sgalnst 
the wild beasts of a foreign species; bat also fighting hard against 
herd for root and berry grounds It Is evident that tbe herd 
which most cloeely combines will tend to survive and come off 
victorious Id the terrible never ceasing battle of life. Thus the 
affections beooms weapons defensive and offensive; beneficial to 
tboaa that possess them and Injurious to their foes, and are 
developed and Improved according to tbe Darwinian law, 
aa teeth and daws are developed and Improved. Now whan tbe 
affectlcws had enlarged. It would naturally result that the mem 
bars ot the hard should desire to axpraaa them; and thus their 
* ~ which consisted first of saoUnal cries and other signals 


and sounds necessary for tbetr mutual protection, would become 
more varied and complete. Tbe love calls and gestures of en¬ 
dearment, which were once Interchanged between males aud 
females In tbe amorous season; or between parents and tbelr off¬ 
spring ln the period of their nest, would become perennial and 
diffused throughout the herd. The more this language was de¬ 
veloped the more efficiently the herd would be united; snd so tbe 
affection and Intelligence acting and reacting on each other, a 
true language would finally be formed. The language of our pro¬ 
genitors probably passed through three periods of stages. 1. The 
period of Intonation. 8. The period of Imitation. 8. The 
period of convention. 

The first period la musical, Instructive, and prevails throughout 
the lower kingdom. We use this language to our dogs; when we 
reprove them we speak to them In a gruff voice or frown. They 
look at our faces, they listen snd they understand. When we 
wish to express our love and approbation we smile and speak to 
them In a caressing voice—often In falsetto. In tbe same man¬ 
ner we know by tbelr voices and the expression of their features, 
when they are Joyful or aad, proud or ashamed. In tbe second 
period our progenitors probably expressed their Ideas by Imitative 
movements or sounds. Thus supposing a homo Darwlnlensls, 
with hairy, pointed ears, wishes to show that a leopard la near; 
he would shape his features to resemble those of the animal in 
question; be would crawl stealthily along, with his belly close to 
the earth ; then he would assume the expression of alarm, and 
would point In a certain direction. Or suppose that be found a 
honey nest lu a tree, be would make signs of delight, smack bis 
Ups, suck his fingers and buzz like a bee. In this stage certain 
words are Invented, the meaning of which Is expressed by an 
Imitative sound, as, for Instance, baba, for sheep aod moo, for 
cow. 

Finally, when some man or semi-man first put hla hand on a 
tree, and pronounced a syllable, and It became the custom and 
convent on In the herd that the syllable should signify the tree, 
then the language of convention—the true human language— 
commenced. At first it would consist of substantives alone; 
each word would be a sentence ln Itself; but once arrived at this 
point, It Is Dot difficult to understand how verbs and adjectives 
were afterwards invented, or afterwards grew up. 

One thing at least is certain, that pantomime, which Is now 
merely an art upon the stage, was once a part of speech. By 
pantomime, I mean gesture and expression. Nothing appears 
so ridiculous to those who have not lived among savages, or 
pstlently studied these subjects lu travelers' books, ss the Imita¬ 
tive origin of language. The average country gentleman, or 
rural-minded rector, will never be brought to bellve that such 
cases as those of the leopard and the honey bee could possibly 
have occurred. Yet something of the kind I have witnessed 
myself. In the savage mode of speech there Is still a residuum of 
Imitative gestures and expressions as In all languages there Is 
a residuum of Imitative words. 

Nor can I doubt that there Is a musical element ln language. 
The peasants of all countries sing In their talk, and as for 
savages, they are Just like the people lu the opera comlque. 
They sometimes speak and sometimes sing, their language Is 
half a verse, and prose I Imagine to be a comparatively recent 
Invention. 

In this country, as Sterne says of the south of France, 
music beats time to the labor. The blacksmiths are all har¬ 
monious; the cooper drives lu his hoops to a cadence; the 
canoemen sing to a chorus, the leader tapping the side of the 
canoe with his paddle ln the style of Costa or Ardltl. When¬ 
ever those people experience any emotion, they express It like 
the birds, in a song. When I have roused my weary Krumen, 
and forced them to their oars, they have sung a melancholy 
song. 

When a man with a heavy burden on his bead approaches 
a steep hill, he sings to cheer himself up to the work. Now 
what ts the meaning of all this? Why Is It that we whistle or 
sing when we get out of bed, “ on the right side ln tbe morn¬ 
ing?" In thus giving voice to the gladness of our hearts, we 
revert and resemble the lower animals from whom we are de¬ 
scended. 


Food of Man. 

It Is erroneously asserted that the Esquimaux of tbe polar zone 
may subsist exclusively for months upon the blubber of the seal 
and whale. It le supposed that their stomachs have become so 
completely modified, that pure oil affords to their system all of 
the needed nutrition. While It Is true, thatthelr chief diet Is of a 
nature which would be fatal to the luhabltante of lower latitudes, 
yet It le generally overlooked that meat and other nltrogenlzed 
matters form a considerable portion of It. 

The sea and the rivers of the north emptying Into It, literally 
teem with fish. They are caught In Immense numbers, and 
either dried or solidly frozen at the advent of cold weather, when 
they remain well enough preserved for all purposes of nutriment 
for many months. During the nights of their long winters, when 
the aurora borealla only sheds Its mystic light over the wide waete 
of frozen deserts, the reindeer Is actively bunted, and Ita 
flesh, which la almost devoid of all fatty matter, forms a welcome 
addition to the meagre bill of fare of tbe Esqulmanz. A little 
later, when the twilight of the equinoctial sun heralds the advent 
of the coming short summer, tbe birds of passage, governed by 
their uncontrollable breeding lmpulses,arrtve In dense clouds, and 
their eggs aa well as their young afford a substantial repaat for 
theae lonely Inbabltanta of Icy regions. 

How different again Is not the life of man ln tbe tropical 
belt I We have watched t me and again tbe native tribea of 
Weatern Africa at their daily meals. They prefer starchy to 
oily food, and will reject all of the delicacies of tbe white man 
In preference to a dish of coarsely hulled rice, a little over half 
boiled. This plain diah, which, like our wheat, Is their 
staff of life, la eaten on the average three times each day. 
It la seasoned with a whole handful of burning-hot small 
Cayenne peppers, which are masticated and digested without any 
Inconvenience. It seems, In fact, as If they afforded a necessary 
stimulant for a liberal flow of tbe gastric Juice, which would not 
well accrete otherwise- Certainly the golden physiological rule, 
to avoid all excess of Irritating condlracnta,!a set by these people 
at broad defiance, and they will accumulate tissue aa rapidly aa 
If fed upon the mo-t nutritious food. Occasionally this uniform 
diet la varied by more or less of fish and poultry. The former 
fairly teem In moat of tbe African rivers, and are but Indifferently 
cured, since the great heat of the climate does not admit of per- 
feet preservation. In this condition they are a putrid mesa to 
the nose of the visiting stranger, who views with astonishment 
tbe goormandlxlng proclivities of these natives. A disgusting 
and Intoxicating liquor la also prepared near the coast from the 
Juices of tbe cocoanut, which la offered to tbelr guests as a special 
treat. Farther Inland this primitive mode of living Is varied by 
the products of the cattle, aod milk, aod even batter, are by no 
means novelties to their dally bill of faro. It appears that meat 
of some sort or other le a needed article of diet among all savages, 
whether they Inhabit the tropical or polar tones. On tbe Ama¬ 
tos river the Mandloca supplies the place of the rice need In 
Africa, aad many species of wild fruits are substituted when tbe 
crops of this nutritious food an a failure. Notwithstanding Its 
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general consumption, there U a pent craving (or animal diet ol 
any kind. All living thing* of the nlr and wnter nre deToured 
indiscriminately. The tail of the alligator Is esteemed a great 
luxury wbererer this musk-scented reptile occuia; big snake* are 
eaten bodily, and the Iguana, a huge llaard, la aa great a luxury 
to them aa the Murrain to the ancient Romans. The 
white* themselves settled In South America hare learned 
to value the latter. We remember ourselves, with delight, the 
many excellent stews prepared from this long-tailed scaly game, 
which combines the flavor of the chicken with the tenderneea of 
the green turtle and the frog. Near the Madeira river in proper 
season thousands of turtles deposit their eggs In the aands of the 
many Islands dotting the surface of that noble stream, and then 
the natives have a great holiday. The eggs are collected in Im 
menee quantities, crushed up and allowed to settle In a pulpy 
mass, upon which a yellow,delicate oil gathers,which la skimmed 
off and used the same as the olive oil of Spain. 

It la applied Inside and outside, and by no meama verifies the 
Idea that oily matters in tropical latitudes are Injurious to the 
system. Where snakes, turtles, and alligator* are rather scarce, 
as In the Llanos of Venezuela, the natives there become addicted 
to a pure meat diet. This is also the staple article of sustenance 
for the berdsmen of the so-called campo* on the mouth of the 
Amazon, which represent the Llanoe on a small scale. It is no¬ 
ticeable, that this diet increases both mental and bodily vigor, 
even to a certain degree of ferocity. Although we were fortunate 
enough to escape In being Involved In any difficulties with these 
people while among them, yet we had to exercise groat care in 
our dealings with them. They would have quickly resented any 
harsh usage, while a seasonable, judiciously administered rap 
upon the refractory heads of the vegetarian Indians of the upper 
Amazon produced always without any remonstrances on their 
part all desired result*. Professor Huxley assert* that meat diet 
increases the red corpuscles of the blood, while veg tarlan diet 
diminishes the same, and a liberal amount of these solid constit¬ 
uent* of the blood may tend to develop more or lees the ferocious 
as well sa the Intelligent trait* of hnmsn natnre. It is certain 
that the system falls Into a languid lymphatic condition when 
meat Is not supplied, while robust natures cannot sustain at any 
length of time their force without IL 


Change* In the Brain. 

That the healthy condition of the brain depend* upon outer 
Influences, partlularly those of nutrition, no one will be dis¬ 
posed to deny. The morose temperament of dyspeptic persons 
alone would be an Illustration in point, and prove that a healthy 
stomach is by no mesne the last source, which forms the founda¬ 
tion of what we term happiness. The most upright and virtu¬ 
ous man, who should be in the equity of things, also the 
most contented, may be in reversed condition of mind, sim¬ 
ply because the molecules of his brain, which are continually 
wasting, are no longer sufficiently repaired when the flow of his 
gastric Juice is checked. To maintain s healthy brain we must, 
as a prima facie necessity, balance the process of waste; with¬ 
out these there is an end to this ryhthmlc physical act, and men¬ 
tal Irregularities resulting from purely atomic Irregularities are 
the logical results. 

The study of the circulatory system of any msn affords at a 
glance sufficient proof that s disproportionate amount of It is 
sent to the bead, varying more or less In sex, in Individuals and 
races, but amounting at an average to near one-third of its 
whole bulk. It Is by means of blood alone, that the life-giving 
element of oxvgen Is carried to every portion of all animal bodies. 
But oxygen Is’fuel to the flame, or rather the generator of the alow 
combustion which is taking place everywhere, as long sa a msn 
Is alive. Two pairs of large arteries, the carotid and vertebral, 
are charged with the exclusive office to supply the brain with 
its needed amount of blood. The combustion resulting from 
the large amount of oxygen contained In the corpudee of their 
blood must become Intensified, and demand In consequence 
a greater supply In form of food. But this conditions a continu¬ 
ous waving to and fro of the atomic molecules the brain 1s com¬ 
posed of, along with the destruction of Its multipolar cells. 

No other part of our body is the theater of such intensified 
motion, and these quick changes may be at the bottom of the mys¬ 
terious phenomena of our brain activity,which we call, for conve¬ 
nience sake, thought* and Ideas. They occupy a graded scale 
throughout the whole animal kingdom In perfect harmony with 
this cerebral development We may trace this from the prim¬ 
itive sensory organs of the Jelly fish, to the enlarged ganglion of the 
busy ant, and thence upward to the higher brain of the intelligent 
dog, until we reach the maaterworkof creation, the spiritual mao. 
Enlargement of nervous molecule* Into ganglia and organized 
conductive^here, conditions gradually enlarging Intellectual fac¬ 
ulties, and these again demand a higher amount of change than 
which transpires In any other tissue of animal frames. Consti¬ 
tutionally increased flow of blood may tend to awaken bidden 
intellectual powers in many men, where they have been dormant 
in some of the great ganglia of their brain, since they were never 
called Into active life by absence of tbelr moving power of alow 
combustion. Experiment may possibly yet prove bow much 
existing faculties may be weakened by partial stoppage of blood 
supply by any of the brain arteries, providing all enlargement of 
other channels could be prevented. In bleeding slowly to death 
the gradual change from full sensibility to listless and calm 
apathy also becomes manifest. The ebbing away of the blood 
conditions the ebbing away of the mind, a* drop by drop oozes 
out, thus the intensity of the mind becomes diminished until a 
state of affairs like sleep supervenes. 

It Is the generally accepted belief that In the last momenta of 
a dying man his whole past life is spread out before his then 
supernatural vision in one quick and comprehensive glance, that 
then with tbe.balf of his soul already beyond the boundaries of the 
material world, be may already obtain a daring glimpse of the 
great future awaiting him. All of bis deeds, good or evil, are 
then brought out in their clearest relief, and agony and remorse 
already portend the everlasting punishment which awaits him who 
has not conformed himself to the path of rectitude or the can¬ 
ons of hi* creed. This may possibly happen In many Instances, 
where the functions of life are to the last moment unimpaired or 
even Intensified aa in certain pulmonary di seases, but would 
hardly bold good In sock supposititious cases* where a man bleed* 
to death. HU last moment* will so closely resemble death that 
the dividing line between it and life would he almost Impossible 
to determine. When the great continuous changes and, which 
constitute physical Ufa, a c or respo n ding abatement and dual cas¬ 
sation of terrestrial mind must follow like a gradual dying out of 
the embers of a once bright and vivid fire. These fact* do not 
not affect the problem of our futurity, which leans, even in ths 
most material minds, upon the foot that all sxlaUng matter cannot 
cess* to exist ; they simply show the dose Interdependence of mind 
and body, and the possible physical basis of our Immaterial prin¬ 
ciple. 

Twilig ht ln*tia Tropica. 

On* of the phenomena which, according to Wallace, markedly 
distinguish th# equatorial from thalampsnta sad polar son**, U 
ti>* shorts «*« of twilight and consequent rapid transition tram 


day to night and from night to day. Aa Ud* depends only on the 
tact of the son descending vertically instead of obliquely below 
the horiaon, the difference U most marked whan we compare oar 
midsummer twilight with that of the tropic*. Evan with us the 
duration of twilight U very much shorter et the time of the equi¬ 
noxes, and It U probably not a third shorter than it U at the 
equator. Travelers usually exaggerate the shortneea of tropical 
twilight; It being sometime* said, that if we turn the page of a 
book we are reading when the sun disappears, by the time we turn 
over the next page It will be too dark to see to read. 

In Una weather the air appears to be somewhat more trans¬ 
parent near the equator than with us, and the Intensity of sun¬ 
light is usually very great up to the moment when the solar orb 
touches the horiaon. As soon a* it has disappeared the apparent 
gloom is proportionally great, but this hardly Increase* percepti¬ 
bly daring the first ten minutes During the next ten minutes, 
however, It becomes rapidly darker, and at the end of about 26 
minutes from sunset the complete darkness of tbs night is almost 
reached. In the morning the changes are perhaps even more 
striking. Up to about a quarter past five o’clock ths darkness Is 
complete; but about that time a few cries of birds begin to break 
the silence of the night, perhaps indicating that the signs of 
darkness are perceptible shout tbs eastern horizon. A little later 
the melancholy voices of tbs goat-sockers are heard, varied croak¬ 
ing* of the frogs, the plaintive whistle of the mountain thrashes, 
end strange cries of birds or mammals peculiar to each locality. 

About half past five the first glimmer of light become* per¬ 
ceptible; It slowly becomes lighter, and then Increases so rapidly 
that at about a quarter to six it seems to be foil daylight. For 
the next quarter of an hoar this changes very little In character, 
when suddenly the snn’s rim appears above the horiaon, decking 
the dew-laden foliage with glittering gems, sending gleams of 
golden light far into the woods and waking up all natnre to life 
and activity. Bird* chirp and flutter about, parrots scream, 
monkeys chatter, bees hum among the flowers, and gorgeous 
butterflies flutter lastly along or sit wtih fully expanded wings 
exposed to the warm, Invigorating rays of the snn. The first hour 
In tbs morning in the equatorial regions possesses a charm and a 
beauty that can never be forgotten. All nature seems to be re¬ 
freshed and strengthened by the coolness and moisture of the 
psst night; new lsavee and buds unfold almost before the eye, 
and fresh shoots may often be observed to have grown many 
inches since the preceding day. The temperature Is the most 
delicious conceivable. The slight chill of early dawn, which waa 
Itself agreeable, la succeeded by *n Invigorating warmth; and the 
Intense snnshlne lights up the glorious vegetation of the tropics, 
sod realises all that the magic art of the painter or the glowing 
words of the poet have pictured ss their ideals of terrestrial 
beauty.—Buffalo Com. Adeer titer.

I have uevor 
seen In the human sublect a better worked case of pneumonia than his 
was. Ans.—Pueumonia Is a disease that Is usually easily recognized, 
respirations are accelerated from ten per miuule (the healthy nnmber) 
to twenty, and from that to thirtv or forty, or even higher, according to 
the severity of the attack; the dank* heave, nostrils are dilated, and 
evidences of pain are seen In the horse's countenance and In every 
movement; soft, rapid pulse running from thirty-six (the healthy) to 
fifty, rlxty, or even eighty per mluale. Eyes red and watery, ears droop, 
extremities co d, mouth hot, loss of appetite and excessive thirst. 
Scientific men can detect the exact condition of the lungs by percus¬ 
sion and auscultation, recognize the changes from the dun, thick sooud 
of congestion through the crackling, grating stage of inflammation to 
the gurgling, rattling stage of efftiston, or the peculiar sound of suppu¬ 
ration. The temperature of the body is Invariably raised, often to 1U8©, 
aud from that to 106© or 107© F. When the latter height Is reached It 
Is usually fatal. The treatroeul differs materially according to the 
stage. lu the first, or congestive, give tincture of aconite root In ten- 
drop doses every two hoars till the pulse Is reduced and the congestion 
relleved,or runs on to inflammation. Bandage the legs with flannei,cloihe 
warmly and give all the cold water to drink desired, but always iu small 
quantities; reed on gruel or other soft food. If the animal wants It. 
Apply a blister to sides of mustard, or oil turpentine and strong ammo¬ 
nia in equal parts, or flies, and repeat them from time to time, as neces¬ 
sary. In the second, or inflammatory stage, give febrifuge medicine—a 
good mixture Is spirits nitre two ounces, flntd extract belladonna half 
ounce, tincture gentian root one and a half ounce, nUrate potash two 
ounces, muriate of ammonia one ounce, aud water to make one pint; 
give one ounce of the mixture every four or five hours. Carbonate of 
ammonia In half drachm doses is good; give It In bolus three times a 
day. During convalescence If great prostration exists give old ale—a 
pint two or three times a day—eggs, etc. Keep np the strength by 
means of nourishing food—boiled oats, etc. Give pure air to breathe, 
but avoid draughts. Keep him cleau, dry and warm, nurse him as 
yon would a person, and If he la strong and baa a reasonable amount of
